MANIFESTO OF CARDINAL ANTONELLI. 

A circular was addressed by the Pontificial Govern- 
ment on the 12th inst, to the Pope’s represe ntativer at 
tFore'gn Courts complaining that the refusal of the dic- 


atorship of the Roman Legations by the King of Pied- 
mont was completely delussory. The nomination of the 


Marquis d’Azeglio is complained of as a fragrant viola- 
tion of neutrality ; other acts of usurpation against 
the legitimate authorty of the Pope are quoted, 
The circular says they had provoked in the 
Holy Father much indignation seeing that such enor- 
ities, proceeded from a government ofa Catholic King, 
who accepted the advice of his august ally, to refuse Dicta- 
torship offered him. His Holiness desires that this protest 
may be communicated to all the European powers, and 
he trusts they will co-operate in the vindication of hi 
rights, for which purpose he invokes their assistance and 
protection. 
SARDINIA. 

Le Nord says one of the first acts of the new Sardi- 
nian Ministry will be, it is said, to put an end to the 
present dictatorship, to convoke the chambers, to pre- 
sent to them an electoral bill applicable to Lombardy. 
A dissolution will afterwards take place in order to 
effect in the new Chambers, the complete fusion of 
‘Piedmont and Lombardy. The King will preside, and 
the Parliament will sit in alternate years in Milan and 
Turin.

The jury, after being locked up for several hours, 
brought in a verdict of acquittal in the case of all the 
traversers ; but not being able to agree to a finding on 
the count of a common assault against George Hobson 
were discharged of that issue without a verdict at 
nearly midnight.

The 
prisoners followed, and Connolly attempted to grip 
Thomas Daly, who made a blow at him, and knocked 
his hat off; in the meantime the other pri- 
soner, Donnelly, and John Daly had been; en- 
gaged in an altercation on the other side of the cart; 
after some more quarrelling Connolly struck Thomas 
Daly on the head with a heavy stone, and knocked him 
vuwn on the road;he bled profusely, and was tor six 
weeks confined to his bed under a doctor’s care; the de- 
ceased had fought in O’Hare’s yard before they started, 
with Connolly, and had been knocked down, it did not 
appear in which affairhe had been stabbed, but on 
coming home that night he wasill,and lingered until the 
12th of March, when he died from the effects of inflam- 
mation arising from coneussion of the lungs and 
brain consequent on the falls and injuries he had re- 
ceived. 

Mr. Hamill defended the prisoners, were ac- 
quitted.

‘To these defences 
the plaintiff replied, and by the replication alleged that 
the last owner in fee of Croghane died in 1834, and that 
since that time tenants for life in succession had owned 
the mountain, and that the plaintiff was himself only. 
tenant for life, and that therefore, in order to be entitled 
to the benefit Prescription Act, an uninterrupted en-” 
joyment as of right for thirty years before the year 1834 
should be established by the defendant. 

The case terminated at twelve o’clock on Saturday 
night by the jury finding that the turf cut by Nugent 
was fuel, and that the right had been uninterruptedly 
enjoyed by the tenantry of Poulatar íor sixty years past. 

His Lordship, on their finding, directed a verdict for 
the defendants, the title of Mr. Clutterbuck to Poulatar 
having been fully established.

The remainder 
of the men continued on board the ship, and at daybreak 
the boats, which had previously pulled off, resolved to 
return to the ship, and en approaching her saw that the 
whole who had remained by her had been swept off, and 
no doubt had perished. The ship went down soon after- 
wards, For five days the boats struggled against heavy 
seas. An intense cold prevailed, and the men, not hav- 
ing the least nourishment, suffered dreadfully. At 
length they were picked up by the British bark Imogene, 
from Liverpool. ‘They had to be hauled up out of the 
boats, such was their exhausted condition. They were 
afterwards safely landed at Valparaiso.

The WEsTMEATH Lakes.—There are two causes of the 
great falling off in the sport afforded the fair angler of the 
years upon those waters, to which we have referred, 
viz., want of preservation from unfair modes of catching 
fish and the ill-provided against system of wholesale 
slaughter which is pursued by the ‘peasantry against the 
over-laded fish when endeavouring to discharge the 
mission of nature in thé streams and mill-dams about 
the lakes. Horse-loads—literally horse-loads—of the 
females are captured and salted for the use of the un- 
sportsmanlike, captors,,at a time that,so far from bein 
a valuable addition to the larder they are really inwhor 
some food. It is a pity, nay,a crying shame that some 
step is not taken to stop this wholesale butchery, not 
confined to hundreds of thousands, but embracing the 
destruction of myriads pos myriads—calculating 
pareyts and embryo. The Irish constabulary, are hy- 
pothétically supposed to preserve these waters, not for 
an additional pay, but as an extra duty imposed 
by the “Inland Fisheries Bill.” There is no more 
respectable, trustworthy, or efficient “force on the 
face of the globe than the Irish constabulary; 
nevertheless, we cannot expect from them virtugs incon- 
sistent with human nature. They have many arduous 
duties to perform in the dead of night in small parties, 
and being Irishmen they are consequently slightly im- 
pressed with the impropriety of men indulging in a 
breach of the game laws, or fishery laws ; let any fellow 
at his peril but steal a duck, or a goose, or a barndcor 
fowl, and it is “a guinea toa gooseberr ” that before 
twenty-four hours “ the Peelers” have him in “choko.” 
but for a hare mercilessly suspended in a suicidal gin 
of a pheasant robbed upon the roost, or a salmon speared 
by torch-light upon “the Scaur,” or, och murther! for 
a trout or two, green jacket will never come to logger- 
heads with Paddy. Itrests, then, for the neighbouring 
yentry, in absence of any more desirable protection to 
form a c ttee of HE and to appoint water- 
bailiffs efficient and willing to prevent the depredations 
of poachers. Or an act might be rendering it 
imperative upon all boatkeepers and anglers upon those

| respective callings, the proceeds of the fund realized by

THE AUSTRIAN ARMY IN ITALY. 


VerRonA, JULY 17.---I had some curiosity to visit once 
more the battle-field of Solferino, and yesterday I satis- 
' fled that curiosity to the fullest extent. Leaving Ver- 
ona and passing through Dossobuono, where the out posts 
of the Austrian army still cape (RC ECON to Villa- 
franca, and thence by the direct to Valeggio. Be- 
tween Dossobuono and Valeggio the country seemed to 
be considered neutral by both French and Austrians. 
. The peasantry were at work in the fields repairing their 
hedges, moulding their maize, and in general restoring 
their crops as far as possible, after the damage they had 

ne from the numerous troops that had overrun 
them. About a mile from Val I saw the first

The French turning round it from the north and fighting 
for the possession of the streets were already on one flank 
of the troops on the heights, The French advancing 
from the plain on the seuth-west were on the flank and 
rear of the defenders of the heights, and the French at- 
tacking the hills on the north front placed the Austrians 
in [the buidings on the spit, already mentioned, in the 
position of men surrounded on three sides. The safety 
of Solferino heights was further dependant on the 
safety of San Cassiano and Solferino villages. Once 
those were carried, the heights were untenable. It is 
quite a wonder, under these circumstances, that the Regi- 
ment Reishach held its own so long on the heights. 
They only retired when they were decimated. One 
Lieutenant-Colonel, whose’ retreat was cut off, threw 
himself down the precipice in the vain hope of escaping, 
bu: in his fall he broke his leg. The buildings on the 
spit are still filled with Austrian‘shakos. These . are 
the only traces I could discover, with the exception of 
the mounds under which the dead Jay buried, that a 
deadly encounter took place quite lately. There is not 
a cannon ball, not a splinter of a shell to be found. 
With great difficulty, and after diligent search, I found 
five rifle balls on the hill. Even the houses bear no 
marks ofcannon. ‘There is one hole in the dome of the 
buildings on the spit. In Solferino nothing remains to 
indicate that a battle of hours was fought there. The 
stone houses carry no traces of the fight. In San Cas- 
siano, where the Austrians stood for hours, the houses 
are all entire. i i 

From Solferino I returned by Pozzolengo to Monzam- 
bano, thence through Oliosi to Somma Campagna, the 
French outpost sentry again letting me pass on my as- 
surance that I was not a Piedmontese. : 

Field-Martial Hess (the promotion is recent) is still 
arranging the final movements of the Austrian troops. 
The First Army, under Wimpffen, is under orders to 
repass the Alps, and will begin to move immediately. 
The second army will remain in Italy under the orders 
of Count Degenfeldt. 

As far as 1 am able to gather the opinions of the 
Italians, they look upon the peace with feelings akin to 
despair. The popular idol of a few days back, the 
Emperor of the French, is thrown down from his high 
place. The idea of a new Italian Confederation is de- 
rided. People inquire sarcastically, is it to be an Italian 
Confederation like the German Bund, which shall man- 
tain Princes by the bayonet ? They laugh at the notion 
of the Pope being at the head of the new Confederation. 
They look into the future with the gioomiest foreboding , 
and many are already regretting the Austrian rule, 
which, at any rate, was mild to the peasant, and looking 
with distrust and dismay upon the uncertanties of the

AUSTRIAN PRISONERS IN FRANCE. 

I have just returned írom a visit to Nantes, Tours, 
Blois, &c., where I had an opportunity of seeing and 
conversing with a number of the Austrian prisoners, 
whom I can report upon as being all well and hearty, 
and as happy as it is possible to be under the circum- 
stances. The greatest number of prisonersI saw was 
at Nantes ; but these were principally common soldiers, 
dressed in a coarse white tunic, blue trousers, and blue 
cap without vizor. For the most part they are extremely 
young, and inspire much piety from their weakly appear- 
ance when compared with their dresses. They are to bc 
seen in all parts of the town, wandering about with 
their German pipes, gazing into shops, or vainly endea- 
vouring to make themselves understood. About the 
barracks close to the Nantes Cathedral the Austrians 
were certainly more numervus than the French troops, 
with whom they might be seen walking up and down 
the avenue arm-in-arm. In all :ases these poor fellows 
seem to be treated with the greatest kindness and 
consideration, and their captivity must sit easily upon 


them. 

Most of the officers have been quartered at Tours. 
At the Hotel de la Galére, where I stopped, there were 
thirty of these gentlemen, whom I found to be highly 
ponte Én and intelligent. They were delighted to enter 
into conversation in their own languages, as very few 
of them speak French. They are very comfortably pro- 
vided for by the Emperor Napoleon, of whom they 
spoke with the highest respect. They have an allow- 
ance of one hundred francs a month from the Imperial 
Treasury, and the proprietor of the Hotel de la Galére 
provides them each with a chamber and two meals mm 
with a bottle of wine each, for seventy francs a month, 
so that they have thirty francs a month for their menus 
plaisirs. One superior officer, of whom I shall ever 

reserve an agreeable souvenir, informed me that the

LivERPOOL, SATURDAY NIGHT.—The Royal Mail 
steamer “ Arabia,” Captain James Stone, from Boston on 
the 13th, and Halifax on the morning of the 15th inst., 
has arrived, bringing 216 passengers including some 
soldiers, and 420,400 dollars in specie. On the 13th inst.

DIRECT TRADE BETWEEN THE NORTH- 
WESTERN STATES AND GREAT LAKES WITH 
EUROPE. 3 

THERE is quite a brisk trade springing up between 

the ports on our great lakes and Britain. The schooner 

Dean Richmond, which cleared from Chicago for Liver- 

pool, in 1856, inaugurated this trade---a trade which, 

although in its infancy, amounted this year to 250,000 

dols., and the value of the vessels sent, 20 in number, 

is estimated at 350,000 dols. Ten ships have been 
chartered and loaded by one firm at Detroit, Michigan, 
within the last eight weeks, and sent off to different 

British ports. The Detroit Tribune, referring to this, 

says:--- 

These ships have all been loaded within the past eight 
weeks, and in eight weeks more London, Liverpool, 
Glasgow, Cork, and Dublin will have the stars and 
stripes floating proudly in their harbours, covering direct 
shipments from the Great West, and protecting under 
their ample folds the cargoes of a Detroit firm. The 
commerce of these lakes is greater than all the foreign 
trade of the United States. The West must be aroused 
to its true interests. Every city on these lakes should 
s2nd depntations to the Canadian Government—nay, if 
necessary, to the Imperial Government of England, and 
show both that we need a speedy enlargement of the 
Canadian canals—not a temporary deepening or widen- 
ing, but an enlarger ent that will afford vessels of 1,500 
to 1,800 tons afree passage through Canadian waters. 
In this matter the interests of the Canadian provinces, 
the interests of the States of the Great West, the 
dearest interests of the British Empire, are one and 
the same.”— Toronto Correspondent of Star. 

The Goldhunter, of the Upper Lake fleet, on her 
passage to Cork, beat every vessel except one. These 
clippers, with 400 tons, draw less than ten feet water; 
and with 200, about 7; they were much wanted by our 
Government during the Russian war, as they would 
have gone North of Cronstadt, right up to St. Peters- 
burg. Probably the Admiralty were not aware of their 
existence in America. During the Mexican war, the 
centre-board craft was much used by the American 
Government, having sailed up all the rivers with troops 
and stores, owing to their light draft of water. “Their 
length is twenty feet more than that of our gun-boats, 
built at so great an expense on the close of the war, 
while they far surpass them in speed and sailing qua- 
lities, as proved by their passages in 1856, 1857 and 
1858, as well as this season, from the St. Lawrence.

Breacu or PROMISE OF MARRIAGE.—Át the assizes 
held at Oxford, on Thursday, was tried Warner v. Ship- 
ley. It appeared that the plaintiff, Mary Warner, was 
a person of nearly 50 years of age, who had lived for 
upwards of ten years in the service of Mr. Shilton, a 
farmer, where she had discharged her duties much to 
the satisfaction of her master. She acted as house- 
keeper and dairymaid, and for these and other valuable 
services she“received £9 a year wages. The defendant, 
William Shipley, aged 60, was a farmer, living upon his 
own property, at Tatton Hill Common, near Burton, 
which consisted of a cottage and eight or nine acres of 
land. He had enjoyed the blessedness of married life 
for many years, but in April, 1859, he had the misfor- 
tune to lose his wife by death, and, being in a discon- 
solate and helpless state, he looked round the neigh- 
bourhood to see if he could supply the vacant place. 
His eyes soon rested on the plaintiff, who, though about 
25 years ago she had the misfortune to have a child, 
had for many years conducted herself with great pro- 
priety, and had secured the respect and confidence of 
her master. The defendant soon made his proposals, 
and told the plaintiff that he had £700 or £800, a cot- 
tage, and some land, three cows, and a pig,and that if 
she would marry him, “he would tie itall on her for 
life.” The plaintiff listened to the defendant’s proposals, 
and it was soon arranged that the parties should be 
married, and the knot tied in the manner proposed. It 
appeared that, before the proposals were made, the de- 
fendant had consulted the plaintiff's master as tothe 
character of his intended, and was assured that she was 
a woman who could turn her hand to anything, and was 
all right for a farmer’s wife. He was also assured that 
she had “ no fault,” except that s he was “a little sharp 
in the mouth at times (laughter) ; but the defendant, 
with more devotion than discretion, said “ she was none 
the worse for that.” ‘I'he contract of marriage being 
thus settled, the defendant expressed himself very im- 
patient for the performance of the ceremony, which was 
arranged tocome off Easter Tuesday in the present year. 
The wedding dresses were prepared, the license and wed- 
ding-ring were obtained, and everything was prepared 
on the Easter Monday for the ceremony, which was to 
take ;:lace the next day ; but, late at night, the defend- 
ant called at Farmer Shilton’s, and, having had an in- 
terview with the plaintiff, broke off the engagement 
and went away. It appeared that some slander had 
been circulated against the plaintiff’s character res- 
pecting inaulgence in drink, but this charge was shown 
tobe unfounded ; and,as to the child, it was sugges- 
ted, but not proved, that the defendant was well aware 
of this fact when he made the promise. It also appear- 
ed that on the3d of May the defendant called on the 
plaintiff and said he wss ready to marry her; but she 
told him she could say nothing atall to it, as she had put 
the matter out of her hands. The fact was, that by 
that time the lawyer had got hold of the case.—The jury 
found for the plaintiff, with £10 damages, in addition to 
the £10 paidin court.

THE HON. MARY JONES v. COUNT DE 

WASZKNO WSK Y. i 

In Re CHARLEsS Aucust Henry DE WASKNOWSKY.— 
This individual, a Pole, known as “ Count de Waszknow- 
sky,” whose name has been before the public in referemee 
to an action brought against him by the Hon. Mary 
Jones (sister of Lord Ranelagh), applied to be discharged 
from prison at her suit, where he had been some si 
confined. Mr. Sargood appeared for the Hon. 
Jones and Mr. Dowse supported. On the schedule the 
insolvent made a long statement respecting the Hon. 
Jones, stating that £100, for which she had reco a 
verdict as for money lent, had been presented as a “ gift” 
to him, to be expended in preparations for their 
—Mr. Sargood referred to the statement made by the in- 
solvent, which he complained of as adding insult to the in- 
jury, andasked that it might be struck out,as being both im- 
pudent and unnecessary.—Mr. Dowse submitted that an 
insolvent had aright to set forth the reasons of his defence 
to the action.—Mr. Sargood thought not. It was only 
necessary to state that the £100 wus for money lent, and 
not to make a long statement; he now opposed the in- 
solvent for a vexatious defence, and should show that 
in addition to the loss of the £100, Miss Jones had been 
put to upwards of £50 expenses. He should ask the 
court to strike out the statement as impertinence on the 
files of the court.—Mr. Dowse: The lady formed a de- 
termination, and had changed her mind (a laugh).—Mr. 
Sargood: You have no right to say so. The insolvent 
formed a determination to keep her money, and has not 
changed his mind.—Mr. Richards, an attorney, produced 
the proceedings in the action. The writ was issued in 
September, 1857, to recover £100, money lent. An ac- 
knowledgement had been given. The defendant 
pleaded a set-off, and never indebted. The defendant 
was examined, and the jury gave a verdict for the plaintiff. 
The costs were £57 7s. 8d. By default the costs would 
have been about £4. Miss Jones was not examined 
on the trial. Mr. Sargood asked for a judgment for a 
vexatious defence, and also that the statement on the 
schedule might beexpunged. Mr. Dowse remarked that 
the insolvent had been five months in prison, and that 
there was no evidence that the statement was false. Mr. 
Commissioner Murphy said he recollected reading the 
trial, and a leading article on it. He would make a 
compromise in the case. He would strike out the state- 
ment on his own authority as mere impertinence. He 
thought all parties had better make a “drawn battle” of 
it. Ladies of title made acquaintances, and found out 
afterwards that the parties were not fit for their com- 
panionship. It was curious to trace the steps of such 
things, and he thought it better for all, that the matter 
should end by expunging the statement and discharging 
the insolvent. His honour blotted out the statement 
about the intended marriage, and ordered the insolvent 
to be discharged from prison.

keep—very few to grow well. 

FLrower Garpen.—Remiove all dead blooms from 
Roses as soo:: as their beauty is over; they are then 
unsightly and detract from the appearance of our bushes. 
Budding may now be gone on with; it is well, however 
to chose a dark, or a dropping day for it. Goon 
down Verbenas, ums—in & word, everything 
requiring it; attend particularly to staking and pro- 
portioning your stakes to the actual requirements of the 
particular plant, not putting a stake strong enough to 
hold a rough West Highland to one delicate and early 
supported; and to Dahlias Hollyhocks, and other heavy 
plants, a nominal support which only requires the first 
rough curl to show its worthlessness, and blight the 
hopes perhaps of a season. Wemay appear to lay much 
stress on this of staking; but we do so, not only on ac. 
count of the necessity of doing it in time and well 
but because we hold there are few things in the way in 
which it is done that indicates more truly the character 
of the person in charge. Staking early should be 
particularly attended to, as when plants have grown on 
for some time and the stakes only put to when imme 
diately required, they are by the process obliged to 
assume a constrained and unnatural appearance, always 
disagreeable to the eye and offensive to good taste, be- 
sides in many ways being absolutely injurions, 

FORCING HARDY FRUIT, AND KITCHEN GARDEN. 

Vineries.—Where the fruit is swelling see that the 
borders, both inside and out, are possessed of the neces- 
sary nioisture ; if not, supply it, making it at the same 
time, the medium of a supply of liquid manure to the 
roots. Keepin general a moist, but not stagnant atmos- 
phere within. Where the fruit is showing colour venti- 
late freely with rather a dry atmosphere. Melons, as 
last week, only observing that by an error of the press 
in the punctuation we were made to say the opposite of 
what we intended. The proper reading should have been: 


“see that where the fruit is setting, Melons are well sup- - 


plied with bottom heat ; where it is ripening, withhold 
water and give air plentifully. Cucumbers will, this 
scorching weather, require shade at mid day, as, if ex- 
posed, the fruit becomes bitter. Give those on ridges 
abundance of water ; Gourds and Marrows must also 
have plenty. Strawberry-runners should be selected for 
new plantations ; if these be not made at once the plants 
can be pricked into prepared beds, where they may re- 
main until finally planted out. Dispose the shoots of 
Tamatos thinly, pinching them above the clusters.— 
Keep the wood on the wall trees tidy. Keepdown aphis 
on plum trees by the liberal use of suds and the syringe. 
Peach and Nectarine trees will be also benefited by its 
use, or any of the many usual applications, or honest 
plain water, if red spider or aphis prevail ; of course, 
when the fruit is about ripening any wash except the: 
latter must be withheld. In the Kitchen Garden where 
young onions are required a few may still be sown. Go 
on carefully earthing up Celery, and by the liberal use 
of water and liquid manure, stimulating its rapid growth; 
if allowed to grow hard and stunted its value is greatly 


reduced. Remove potato and Pea haulm, stakes, useless 
or withered leaves, &c., from all quarters, and keep the
